panied the Lytton Comnilssion as 
Departmental Director in the office 
of the Chinese Assessor to the 
Commission. He was Technical De- 
legate to the special Assembly of 
the League of Nations for the 
Sino-Japanese dispute. 
Born in 1888 at Chekiang, he Ss 
a doctor of Lawa of the University 
of Pans, and was Acting Vice- 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in 1926. 
He speaks English well, has al- 
ways spent his holidays in England 
on his many visita to Europe, and 
is particularly fond of the English 
South const resorts.—Reuter.
